The resolution was copied after

like resolution adopted by the legis- 
lature of Oklahoma. It requires sim- 
ilar action by a majority of the state 
legislatures to call such a constitu- 
tional convention. 


Mr. White's resolution was permit- 


ted to drag along until very neai the 
close of the session. The only op- 
position to this Democratic measure 
came from the Republican side of the 
legislature. Shortly before

ment, however, the resolution

Valves are closed at each end 
of the section to be tested and th 
pipes are then run full of water, aft 
er which the pump 
is started.

there is the slightest leakage in the 
\alves at either end of the section 
or in the jointing of the pipes it wil 
show on the pressure gauge and a? 
soon as the pump is stopped 
the 


pressure will begin to show reduction 
on the gauge. 


Thus, many precautions 
and 
the 


greatest accuracy 'is required in joint- 
ing the pipes to prevent leaks. Skilled 
workmen are required to do all joint 
ing and caulking, ;uid this system is 
finely worked out by the York Con- 
struction company as the Hudson av- 
enue work and tests demonstrated. 


The Hudson avenue line is a good 


example of some of 
the 
problems 


confronting the skilled pipe layer. In 
the first place service pipes and sew- 
ers must be avoided, and in doing thi 
some" puzzling crooks and turns are 
required in 
the 
trenching. 
Some 


times it is necessary to vary the di- 
rection of the pipe to either 
dide; 


and at other places it must be raised 
or lowered, as the case may be. Bu 
all the time,, the foreman must bea<- 
in mind that these deflections mus: 
be 
very 
gradual 
throughout 
the 


length of the line. 


Undoubtedly a great saving feature 


of the company's system is the pipe 
lowering device by means of which 
a great amount of time and labor is 
saved and the work proportionately 
facilitated. Ordinarily one pipe is 
lowered into a trench at a time and 
ihe pointing and caulking is done in 
the ditch, necessitating the digging 
of what is known as a "bell hole" in 
the trench at each pipe joint, to givo 
room for the workmen to close the 
joint. 


Xoc s>o under the York company's

lengths may be joined together at n 
time and finished^ above ground.
